REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


With  the  close  of  the  school  year,  your  committee  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  majority  of  the  schools  have  been  under  a  good  degree  of 
prosperity.  In  many  of  the  districts  there  seems  to  be  a 
feeling  of  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  schools,  and  they 
manifest  it  by  their  presence,  not  only  xduring  the  term, 
but  at  its  close.  It  is  strikingly  evident  that  where  this 
interest  is  manifested  we  have  our  most  successful  schools. 
We  wish  that  a  more  general  feeling  of  interest  might  be  aroused. 

More  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the 
prudential  committees.  Let  those  be  elected  who  are  known  to 
take  the  most  interest  in  the  schools  of  their  district.  Many 
districts  have  no  particular  care  about  the  matter.  They  know 
that  the  law  requires  a  committee  and  a  school,  and  that  there 
must  be  some  one  among  them  to  fill  the  position  and  set  the 
thing  in  motion.  Once  in  motion,  all  care  and  anxiety  are  at 
rest.  We  hope  that  this  matter  may  be  remedied,  and  a  better 
feeling  awakened,  so  that  all  our  schools  may  take  their  proper 
stand  among  those  of  the  state.  Secure  the  best  teachers  you 
can  get,  even  if  it  does  cost  a  little  more,  and  then  support  them 
not  only  by  your  presence  and  counsel,  but  by  your  parental 
authority  also.  It  may  be  that  your  own  children  need  looking 
after  as  well  as  your  neighbor's.  We  should  all  fulfill  our  school 
duties  in  a  kindly  spirit,  and  avoid  all  those  petty  jealousies  that 
mar  the  prosperity  of  our  common  schools.  Some  progress  has 
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been  made  in  repairing  and  remodeling  school-houses,  so  that 
most  of  them  are  more  comfortable  and  suitable  for  the  purpose 
designed.  Let  the  work  go  on,  and  give  all  our  children  a 
good,  cheerful  school-room,  to  which  they  may  go  with  gladness 
and  profit,  and  which  may  be  remembered  in  after  days  as  the 
sunny  spot  where  they  climbed  the  ladder  of  learning. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 
District  No.   i. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  the  same  teachers  as  last 
year,  but  Miss  Campbell  desiring  rest,  and  Miss  Paige  receiv- 
ing the  offer  or  a  better  situation,  each  resigned  her  place  at  the 
close  of  the  term.  Their  rooms  were  taken  by  Miss  Clara  C. 
Gutterson  of  Henniker,  and  Miss  Cynthia  Worthley  of  this  town. 
Both  these  persons  had  the  advantage  of  the  experience  of 
several  terms  of  teaching,  though  never  before  in  schools 
precisely  like  ours.  They  entered  upon  their  work  with  enthu- 
siasm, and  fully  sustained  the  reputation  with  which  they  came 
to  us.  The  engagement  of  new  teachers  of  necessity  puts  back 
a  school  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  but  the  new  teachers 
soon  had  their  respective  departments  well  in  hand. 

The  schools  as  a  whole  have  made  good  progress.  In  the 
opinion  of  those  members  of  the  board  who  have  had  their 
special  oversight,  it  would  not  be  easy  to  find  one  to  fill  the 
place  of  Mr.  Remick  for  the  pay  he  receives.  A  very  good 
amount  of  work  has  been  done,  and  that,  too,  without  any  bluster 
or  noise.  If  those  who  are  disposed  to  criticise  would  watch 
the  school  from  term  to  term,  being  often  present  at  its  sessions, 
some  of  their  criticisms  would  be  dropped.  But  while  we  say 
this,  we  are  certain  there  is  room  for  improvement.  The  full 
hours  of  the  school  should  be  observed,  More  and  better  work 
ought  to  be  done.  Our  pupils  ought  to  be  better  readers  and 
writers  than  they  are.  A  recent  article  in  a  daily  journal  speaks 
of  a  good  hand-writing  as  one  of  the  lost  arts,  which  shows 
that  it  is  generally  neglected  in  the  schools.  Our  upper  school 
never  can  be  what  it  ought  until  more  attention  is  given  to  these 
branches,  together  with  composition.     In  a  school  of  this  grade, 
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the  study  of  algebra,  philosophy,  etc.,  important  as  they  are, 
can  better  be  dispensed  with  than  these  branches.  Yet  there  is 
no  need  of  this.  If  all  the  time  be  faithfully  improved,  there  is 
sufficient  for  all  these  necessary  and  desirable  branches,  and 
even  for  others.  The  older  boys  ought  not  to  leave  school  till 
they  have  learned  something  about  the  administration  of  the 
government  under  which  we  live,  and  in  which  they  so  soon 
are  to  have  a  part.  Text-books  on  this  subject  are  accessible. 
A  text-book  on  morals  and  manners  for  all  the  older  pupils 
might  well  be  introduced.  The  aim  of  the  common  school 
should  be  to  equip  the  pupil  in  the  best  manner  possible  for 
whatever  is  to  come  before  him  in  his  after  life.  A  higher  and 
higher  aim  should  constantly  be  before  the  teacher.  With  the 
increased  advantages  of  the  present  time,  we  ought  to  do  much 
better  work  than  that  done  in  years  gone  by.
